May Be Withheld 
From Unaffiliated 


So OUISVILLE, Ky.—A _ resolu- 
tion withholding the services of 
any Louisville rabbi in weddings, 
prisses, bar mitzvahs, funerals, 
religious school education and 
barring at the same time attend- 
ance at High Holy Day services to 
those refusing to join one of the 
city’s congregations was near 
adoption here. 

Five congregations have already 
adopted the resolution, and only 
acceptance by Adath Israel was 
being awaited before the new reg- 
ulation will be put into effect. 

The new ruling followed a six- 
month investigation by an Inter- 
congregational Committee headed 
by Dr. Bernard Schneider and is 
promulgated. in the resolution 
which said in part: “Resolved that 
the services of a religious institu- 
tion and its rabbi be available to | 
any unaffiliated, well able to be a | 
member, only by the assumption | 
of his proper obligation as a mem- | 
ber of said institution.” 

The committee first determined 
by a comparison of the member- 
ship lists of all six congregations 
with the master list of the United 
Jewish Campaign that although 
1,200 Louisville Jewish families 
are at present members of one or 
the other of the city’s six congre- 
gations, almost as many, approxi- 





mately 900 families, were not 
members of any congregation. 
A provision of the resolution 


excludes families unable to afford 
congregation membership. 

If Adath Israel’s board accepts 
the resolution, letters will be sent, 
embodying the resolution, to all 
unaffiliated families, it was said.

Opposition Charges 
Referendum Tally 
Made Inaccurately

NEW YORK—Taking issue with 
the announcement of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds that the Jewish communi- 
ties of America went on record in 
favor of the establishment of a 
national advisory budgeting serv- 
ice in the referendum that was re- 
cently conducted among member 
agencies, the Committee on the 
Referendum for Budgeting, headed 
by Simon Shetzer of Detroit, which 
opposes the establishment of a 
budgeting service, issued a state- 
ment challenging the interpreta- 
tion which the Council gave to the 
results of the voting. 

Declaring that the board of direc- 
tors of the Council of Federations 
“was advised by the committee of 
tellers that 54 cities have accepted 
the proposal to establish a National 
Advisory Budgeting Service, while 
53 rejected it,” the opposing group 
claims in its statement, that: 

(1) The Board was also apprised 
by the opposition that at least six 


, Other communities, making a total 
| of 59, had voted to reject the pro- 
| posal. These six communities have, 


according to the statement, so ad- 
vised the Council by telegram, but 
their votes were not counted or ac- 


dele- | cepted. 


(2) Seven major communities, 
including Cleveland, Boston, To- 
ledo and Houston, had tabled the 
proposal because of unwillingness 
to inject a controversial issue into 
American Jewish community life. 
More than a score of other com- 
munities decided to take no actio~ 
on the issue, while the remainder 
of the communities were appar- 
ently not concerned at all with the 
issue, according to the statement. 


(3 Included in the 54 communi- 
ties which voted in favor of the 
national advisory budgetary serv- 
ice were the New York City Fed- 
eration for Support of Jewish 
Philanthropic Societies, which has 
no relationship to fund-raising in 
New York City for national and 
overseas purposes; also the two 
Canadian towns of Vancouver, 
B. C., and Hamilton, Ont., which 
are not concerned with American 
fund-raising agencies, as well as 
a number of local agencies which 
are not concerned with fund-rais- 
ing for national or overseas pur- 
poses, but constitute that branch 
of the local community organiza- 
tion devoted exclusively to local 
purposes. 

(4) The Committee on the Ref- 
erendum, as the only organized 
body of those opposing the estab- 
lishment of the budgeting service, 
was not consulted with respect to 
the formulation of the program 
adopted by the Council’s Board of 
Directors at its meeting on May 17 
in New York. 


As a result of these claims, the 
Committee on the Referendum for 
Budgeting announces it will con- 
tinue its opposition “to show that 
the Council of Federations and 
Welfare Funds has not given the 
proper consideration to the major 
sentiment of the American Jewish 
communities. The statement con- 
cludes with the assertion that “the 
Council is going forward an the

The “Shevuos” season always 
causes me to look back at my 
undergraduate days at Michigan.

If she wasn’t bred in a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey, then 
the land of cream and cheese 
certainly hadn’t done her any 
harm; a beautiful combination of 
brown eyes and blond hair, a 
skin that is expected of a farm- 
er’s daughter, and a figure 
modeled on nature’s blueprints. 


And I knew she sort of liked 
me. I could see it in the way 
she smiled at me, in the way she 
laughed at my harmless jokes, 
in the tone of her eyes. As for 
me, I was fairly gaga about the 
girl. But, because of my blush- 
fulness with lovely daughters of 
Israel, I hadn’t gotten very far.

“Now is the time to act. Speak 
up for Democracy!” With these 
words Mr. Bernays, widely known 
expert in public relations, con- 
cludes his oversize pamphlet on 
one of the most pressing problems 
of our times: How to make Am- 
erica appreciate its Democracy. 

The present situation calls for 
a definite program of education to 
bring home to Americans just 
what their Democracy means in 
everyday terms. 

Mr. Bernays presents dramatic- 
ally the challenge which faces us, 
what we ought to know, how we 
ought to go about letting others 
know, in a word, he asks us to 
“Speak up for Democracy!” 

What is Democracy? he asks. 
He supplies his own answer by 
describing a typical day in which 
we exercise aplenty the rights 
guaranteed us by our democracy. 
We read uncensored news in the 
daily papers and hear it over the 
radio. We use the telephone with- 
out fear of being spied upon by 
secret police. When the doorbell 
rings, there is the postman with 
a letter that has not been opened. 
We have no fear that it is an un- 
welcome Gestapo to take us to a 
concentration camp. 

Our children go to public schools 
and have wide associations and 
freedom of expression and learn- 
ing. We attend to our businesses 
“restricted only by law arriyed at 
through democratic processes.” 
Whatever we do in the course of 
the day, we are unrestrained in 
our movement. And at night, we 
can come home to our castles, to 
live and think as we please, to be- 
lieve and to follow the choice of 
our belief, whether in politics, re- 
ligion, education or any other cul- 
tural pursuity. 

I have paraphrased a chapter 
of this provocative book. It is full 
of valuable information telling us 
of the accusations against De- 
mocracy and how we can answer 
them effectively. It suggests oc- 
casions when public opinion can 
be united behind the fundamental 
principles of Democracy as, for 
example, on our national and com- 
munity holidays. It suggests many 
practical ways of completing the 
education of our citizenry in an 
understanding and appreciation of 
the significance of the democratic 
guarantees of the American way 
of life.

Speakson Who Are We? 





HIS week there was a meeting of Jews about 

religion. (It was the biennial convention of 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations 
—the Reform assembly—at Detroit.) 

It seems to me that Jews are most realistic 
when they are seen functioning in the role of a 
religious group purely. I, myself, never have 
felt comfortable in the fantasy in which I am 
made to appear a member of a Jewish nation. 

(I know this is heresy that will cause me to 
be excommunicated from the hearts and minds 
of all who are sure that being a Jew is to be a 
member of a body politic that died two thousand 
years ago.) 

I am a simple-hearted, unimaginative fellow 
who insists that his nationality—and sole na- 
tionality—is that of an American. I am _ not 
separate in any respect from the community of 
the American nation. I resent the separation 
that anti-Semites try to impose upon me; I re- 
sent equally the separation that Jewish nation- 
alists attempt to hedge around me. 

The Jewish nationalists embarrass me. The 
anti-Semites say that I am a man apart, an alien 
growth to be segregated from the common life. 
‘I reply indignantly that in heart and mind I am 
one of this American nation and know no other 
national identity. I am a member of a religious 
group whose essential ideals are pretty much 
the same as those of other religious groups that 
are attempting to ascent the steep, almost sheer 
mountain toward brotherhood. 

But then the nationalists intervene with in- 
sistence that I am some one separate and differ- 
ent, that I should feel nationalistic aspirations, 
that my heart should beat high for the nation 
that to me appears to have gone out of existence 
so long ago. 

It’s all very embarrassing. I am not different 
from my neighbors. Not that I am afraid of 
being different; I know that this fine amalgam 
called America is the composite of many differ- 
ences. But I know I have no special virtues that 
set me apart from my neighbors and none of the 
special vices which, according to anti-Semites, 
differentiate me. 

I am a portion of the common life, no better, 
no worse than the run of men. I want my chil- 
dren to make good. When they were younger, 
it used to trouble me when they brought home 
bad reports from school. I take good care of 
my lawn, I am worried about the future of the 
world and my security as an American citizen, 
I hope for brotherhood and ultimate justice. 


This is the common life and I have no life 

separate from this. I feel more kin to some of 
my Gentile neighbors than I could to some alien 
Jew in Morroco, for example. I certainly am 
not aware of any nationalistic relationship with 
him. 
“ To be sure, I mix much in Jewish affairs and, 
of course, I write about Jewish life. This sug- 
gests that Jewish life really is something sep- 
arate and special. It is separate only because of 
the problems imposed upon us by enemies who 
would keep us separate from the rest of human 
society; they are encouraged by those of us who 
speak of being a nation in exile. 

This is a separation not to be cultivated but 
to be resisted as a disease that should not be 











will be like Methodist life or Baptist life or 
Episcopalian life. It will be nothing to write 
about every week; it will be only a serene way 
of spiritual life that makes no news. 

So it is comforting to see Jews having a big 
convention in their primary function as a reli- 
gious group that is concerned with producing 
some light in the darkness of the world, that is 
willing to join its light with the light of other 
groups going the same way, that offers its fol- 
lowers a most satisfactory way to the good life. 

It is odd that in a shaken world in which peo- 
ple are seeking again the old fundamentals of 
religious faith, the Jews, founders of two great 
religions, are not making much of their religion 
at all. In many sections of Jewish life, Judaism 
has become a sideline while Jewish minds are 
absorbed in the Jewish nation as their prime 
interest. 

Yet, in our religion is the bond of unity that 
we seek with mankind. It is the common plat- 
form on which we can stand with all men and on 
which men can see that we are not a separate 
people. We are one with them in spiritual aspira- 
tion and in acknowledgment of the fatherhood of 
God (whom we ourselves discovered) and in all 
the ways of justice, righteousness, loving-kindness 
and compassion. 

* * ” 


I know very well that by emphasizing our reli- 
gious identity we will not cause anti-Semites at 
once to love us, but, if we accomplish nothing 
else, we will at least be fulfilling ourselves. We 
are not being fulfilled in the confusing role in 
which we appear to be like some frustrated 
Balkan people panting national aspirations. It 
is all most bewildering to Jews like myself who 
know only the American nationality that nur- 
tured them and which they serve with undivided 
hearts. 

From standing in a bewilderment in which they 
are uncertain as to just what being a Jew means, 
many Jews are walking out into a vague nega- 
tion. 

Long ago the founder of American Judaism, 
Rabbi Isaac M. Wise, preached that being a Jew 
was a religious identity only. This was the funda- 
mental of the Reform persuasion, In these latter 
years it has become the fashion to sneer at this 
eoncept and even many of the Reform rabbis 
have taken up Jewish national aspirations. 

They appear to believe that Jews need Jewish 
nationalism as a stimulus to keep them Jewish. 
This is sad confession in ministers of Jewish re- 
ligious faith, 

It seems to me that there must be a return to 
the simple concept of Dr. Wise that being a Jew 
is a religious identity purely; there must be a 
restatement of what a Jew is: “I am a Jew be- 
cause of my faith in the fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man. I am a Jew because of 
the good teaching I have inherited and which it 
is my duty to carry into the world as a light. 
As a Jew I walk with other men who carry good 
lights.” 

(All this is not to say that the settlement of 
Palestine is not a good purpose. It is great and 
good, provided we think of Palestine as a home 
for homeless Jews, not as the seat of “the Jewish 
nation.’’)

I 
am trying to be nasty enough to 
force you to cut at least two inches 
from your Indianapolis news. And 
don’t tell me that all of your ad- 
vertising and subscribers come 
from Indianapolis. There was an- 
other thing or two I wanted to 
write, but I am afraid that I might 
forget to tell you how much I do 
enjoy those parts of the papers I 
read every week. I regret that 
I read only your editorial page and 
Al Segal and a few news items, 
because the rest is not interesting. 
Of course, if your subscribers pre- 
fer what you are doing, I will be 
patient and continue reading the 
two pages I like. And I want to 
emphasize those editorials—don’t 
change.”

ia ALL the speeches and writing on the plight 

of Palestine today, it seems that at least once 
someone, particularly one of sincere religious 
belief and inspiration, would prophesy the pos- 
sibility of the Holy Land being saved from Hit- 
ler’s voracious grasp by a miracle.

Nor can it be said that the spiritual aspect is 
lacking, for the Jews of Palestine, and for that 
fact the Jews of the entire world, realize that 
their very existence is in the hands of God and 
have long since begun sending up sincere prayers 
and beseeching entreaties for divine intervention. 
That it should be the Jews who should stop the 
mauraudings of Hitler would have a spark of 
divine justice in itself. 


Sabloskys On The Job 


LECTION to the presidency of two of the city’s 
leading Jewish organizations of Mr. and Mrs. 
David M, Sablosky creates something of a nov- 
elty in the history of the Jewish community of 
Mrs. Sablosky last month was 
named to head the Indianapolis Chapter of 


Indianapolis. 


Hadassah and Mr. Sablosky Sunday night was 
chosen president of the Indianapolis Zionist Dis- 
trict. The two organizations have before them 
the prospect of one of their most active years in 
their history, since the Sabloskys are known for 
their willingness to put in the effort to do the job 
they have undertaken thoroughly and well. 


Move Warranted 


Tae projected move by Louisville synagogues 

to deny services to those unaffiliated who can 
afford membership, although a harsh measure, 
seems to be well warranted by the situation. 
Out of about 2,100 Jewish families in Louisville, 
1,200 are members of one of the city’s six con- 
gregations, while 900, only a paltry few of whom 
can plead the cause of poverty, have continued to 
refuse to support the institutions and their rabbis 
financially. 

If this 900 had disassociated themselves from 
the Jewish community, which would indeed be 
unfortunate, then their record would have been 
clear and their position understandable, although 
regrettable. But no, these 900 continue to call 
upon the rabbis and the congregations for mar- 
riages, for bar mitzvahs, for attendance of their 
young at religious and Sunday schools and for 
funerals. The only distinction between them and 
the 1,200 families lies in most cases in that the 
conscientious paid their share of the burden of 
the upkeep of the rabbis and the buildings, while 


the laggards paid nothing. 

The Kentucky Jewish Chronicle commenting on 
the situation declared: “The new ruling, if it 
does got into effect, is nothing more than a con- 
science for those whose conscience in the matter 
of religious affiliation has gone to sleep. It uses 
the unwelcome, but in this case necessary, meas- 
ure of force, and although far from the utopian 
solution for the situation (all Jews should af- 
filiate of their own free will with one or another 
congregation), is a step which recalcitrant Jews 
have brought upon themselves.” 

What the situation is in Indianapolis can only 
be guessed at, but it is probable that although 
there are a sizable number who are not members 
of one congregation or another, the percentage 
is in no wise as one-sided here as in Louisville. 
But the Louisville situation points out one thing 
for our city: Why shouldn’t Indianapolis’ con- 
gregations appoint a similar intercongregational 
committee to study and report on common prob- 
lems?

Jewish Institutions Must Serve A _ Specific 
Jewish Function, Dr. Louis M. Levitsky Says In 
“The Reconstructionist Viewpoint”—There is no 
reason why Jews must segregate themselves to 
study economics. Sometimes, a synagogue or a 
Y. M. H. A. offers these courses in the hope of 
attracting non-Jews. Frequently this is success- 
ful. But even though success is met in bringing 
Christians to a Jewish institution to study sociol- 


ogy or economics, in what way does it help spread 
a better knowledge of Judiasm? The specifically 
Jewish institutions must serve a specific Jewish 
function for Jews and some times also for non- 
Jews. But the criteria we shall set up as a test 
for any study courses is whether or not it helps 
to further an _ intelligent understanding of 
Judaism, 


From this point of view, it is clearly the duty 
of Synagogues and Jewish Centers to provide 
Jewish education for adults, not education for 
Jewish adults. This means that even non-Jews 
will be able to obtain a knowledge of Judaism. It 
is the duty of these organizations to present to 
the community not Jewish lecturers, but lecturers 
on Jewish subjects. This means that sometimes 
these guests will be non-Jew. The presence of a 
Jew on a platform does not add to a knowledge or 
an understanding of Judaism. In saying all this, 
it is not overlooked that this procedure may not 
be spectacular and perhaps may not meet with 
the approval of those who are interested in statis- 
tics rather than in fulfillment of proper functions. 
But then it is important that we recognize the 
purpose of an organism and aim to develop to the 


fullest those latent possibilities that give it its” 


uniqueness. The uniqueness of a Synagogue and 


of a Y. M. H. A. is its Jewishness and its purpose 
is to spread it.

Injection of Jewish Issue in Race Track Case 
Gets Caustic Comment From Nayer Tomid in 
the B’nai B’rith Messenger of Los Angeles— 
Southern California newspaper readers are cur- 
rently being regaled with disclosures resulting 
from a police investigation of certain noisome 
race track practices. On trial are five Hebrew 
gentlemen, all picked up for various charges in- 
volving gambling, bribery, race fixing, etc. Dur- 
ing the court procedure a defense attorney finds 
it necessary to appeal for a verdict uncolored by 
racial prejudice. It seems that, according to the 
Times’ quotation of the attorney’s remarks, “some 
of the testimony of certain of the state’s wit- 


nesses is open to the suspicion of having been 


colored ... by... prejudice.” 

This is a pretty doleful sidelight on justice and 
the Jewish problem. Can it be that a Jewish issue 
has entered the circumstances of race-fixing? If 
so, how? Did the defendants conspire amongst 
themselves in Yiddish? Did they split up into 
Zionists and non-Zionists while discussing the 
prospects for the sixth race at Tanforan? Was 
the Conservative wing more strongly represented 
than the Reform when the question of tampering 
with the Friday evening closing races at Holly- 
wood Park was under consideration? Did the 
Mizrachi element state its position in regard to 
fixing jockeys on Yom Kippur? Or is it simply 
that these estimable gentlemen, envious of the 
Jewish international bankers and public-opinion- 
shapers (as exposed in the Munich Zeitung), de- 


cided that Jews should be in control of the busi- 


ness of improving the breed, along with every- 
thing else?
